During the first days of last week 175 
men and women drew their two meals 
at the “Soup House,” twenty-five being 
women, but the number is steadily de- 
creasing. The town is gradually being 
depopulated. 

Desertion from the ranks has been 
the cause of considerable bad feeling 
among the members of the union, and 
there are those who are suspicious that 
they have been “‘worked” by their fel- 
lows. Many who, when a strike was 
discussed at the meetings of the union 
prior to the 10th inst., were loudest In 
favor of a walk-out, have since de- 
serted, or at least have sought new 
fields and have left the leas fortunate 
to bear the brunt of the strike. One 
notable instance is the case of “Con. 
ductor” @hank and “Warden” Shank 
of the Randsburg unton. As officers 
of the federation they had many things 
to say on “the rights of labor” and the 
necessity of labor “demanding its own.” 
After the strike had been declared the 
Shanks were among the firet to “cut” 
the camp. Théy were ashamed to leave 


openly, but sneaked around Fiddler's 


they are sore and down-hearted. 

One merchant, who dared to speak 
his mind, declared that the miners’ 
union of Randsburg probably embraced 
among its members more dead beats 
than any like body of men in the 
country. His knowledge was gained 
by costly experience. The same mer- 
chant, at the request of the miners, or- 
dered a large stock of a certain brand 
of overalls. investing something like 
$500 to accommodate his customers, all 
of whom were members of the unton. 
Hardly had the goods been placed on 
the shelves, when for some reason or 
other, a boycott was declared against 
the makers of the goods, and he was 
ordered to remove them from his stock, 
which he was compelled to do at «4 
considerable financial loss. 

Fearing a long siege. and the dire 
results of facing a buying public that 
would ask for credtt that one dare not 
refuse, merchants that were burned 
out have left the camp, many of them 
only too glad to escape from the yoke 
of union laber.

The book before us was gradually 
produced in the course of the author's 
work as professor of Political Philos- 
ophy and History in Geneva College. 
Tt therefore, many of the good 
points that come from preparation. 
The criticiem of students and their in- 
sistance upon clearness has rendered 
the style much clearer than is ordi- 
nerily the case in similar books. This 
help Prof. Coleman mentions in his 
preface. As a treatise on sociology or 
the ethics of society. Prof. Coleman's 
work is in many respects quite out of 
the ordinary run. One is surprised on 
looking through it to see bow much the 
religious element is taken into his 
thought. It almost makes one think 
that he is reading a religious treatise. 
But the justification for this does not 
seem far fetched. If religion is true, 
and the author assumes that the Chris- 
tien religion is a true religion, it fur- 
nished certain facts that must taken

CAN DO IT NOW. 
DIVORCEES MAY REMARRY. 


“Cupid” Kutz got a little nervous 
t‘other day over the tangle that the 
last Legislature gave the divorce laws, 
so he just tat down and wrote Dist.- 
Atty. Fredericks “how about it?” 

“It's all right,” says Deputy Dist.- 
Attye James, in reply. 

Consequently, when alt the heavy 
legal verbiage has been wiped out cf 
the lawyer's opinion ‘on the subject, 
it appears that persons divorced prior 
to March 16, 1903, are entitled to marry 
at once, without waiting for a year 
to elapse and without going out of 
the State to find a Hymen’s altar. 

This makes Sammy grin, because he 
can now issue a lot more marriage 
licenses than other vise. 

The law involving the situation is 
rather intricate, but very interesting. 
On March 16, 1903, the new divorce law 
went into effect, introd m an in- 
terlocutory decree to run a Year befure 
a final decree in all divorce matters 
could be entered on the books of the 
court. Prior to that time the decree in 
divorce was final upon its being granted 
at the trial, but the parties were for- 
bidden to remarry within a year. This 
old law, however, the last Legislature 
undertook to amend, in section 61, by 
introducing the interlocutory decree; 
the amendment going into effect at 
once, although there was no machin- 
ery provided for its enforcement. The 
section approving the foregoing innova- 


,are eager to try it again. 


tion and providi for its operation 
did not go into effect until sixty days 
after its passage, on May 2. 

Consequently from March 16, to May 
2, was an “open” season for divorces. 
Neither the old law fixing the year 
limitation, nor the new law providing 
an interlocutory decree, was in force.

remarry the next, without violating

As to whether persons may now re- 
marry who were idivorced less than a 
year ago when the old law fixing the 
year limitation was in force, is the 
avestion that Mr. James answefs in 
the affirmative.

SCHMITZ IS. 


OUT OF IT. 


His Chances of Succeeding 
Himself Are Siun. 


He Thinks Differently, but There 
are Others. 


Beauliful Mess in San Francisco 
Political Kettle—Casey’s 
cAmbition. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES 


SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—As a po- 
litical organization the Union Labor 
party of San Francisco is being rap- 
idiy disintegrated. The unity which 
marked the beginning of the movement 
has all disappeared, with the result 
that now there are two factions more 
bitterly opposed to each other than are 
the old parties. There are now two 
main factions and several subdivisions 
of the Union Labor party, and from 
all indications there will be more of a 
split-up before election time rolls 
around. Two years ago when harmony 
prevailed a county committee was 
formed which was to work wonders 
in the way of revolutionizing things 
political. But with power came the 
usual dissension. Everybody wanted to 
be the boss, and there were not enough 
jobs to go around. With the union- 
labor man politics means office, and 
when the office is not forthcoming 
there must be a new party. 

The first break came when thb orig- 
inal county committee spl, with 
Mayor Schmitz and Fire Commissioner 
Parry flocking off one way, with Mich- 
ael (Casey and his following going the 
other. Casey came into prominence 
through his masterly tactics in devis- 
ing ways to make life a burden for 
men who drove teams during the team- 
asters’ strike. His bulldozing ideas were 
carried into the political field, and he 
was forced on Schmitz, who was com- 
pelied to appoint him on the Board of 
Public Works. But Casey and Schmitz 
did not stay friends, and now Casey 
is doing everything in his power to 
prevent the renomination of Schmitz 
for the Mayoralty, for Casey knows 
that if Schmitz gets in again it is all 
up with Casey, so far as office is con- 
cerned. There has been some talk of 
Casey. himself, going in for the Mayor- 
alty, but Casey is no man’s fool. He 
knows perhaps better than anyone else, 
that he could never be elected to any 
office in San Francisco. Casey must 
either be appointed or be left out. 

A year ago the Union Labor party 
held a State convention and at that 
gathering appointed a new county com- 
mittee. This committee has developed 
strong anti-Schmitz and anti-Ruef ten- 
dencies. The Schmitz body has made 
many overtures looking toward a coal- 
ition of the two Gommittees, but 
the leaders of the new body, among 
whom is Casey, have positively refused 
to have anything to do with Schmitz 
and his political followers. 

SCHMITZ PLAYING TWO 

Recemtiy there has come several ecan- 
dals im the Schmitz régime. and the 
county committee headed by (asey took 
occasion to denounce the appointments 
of the Mayor, and declared that they 
were not in the interests of the Union 
Labor party, and that that organiza- 
tion was not in any sense responsibie 
fbr them. This repudiation of Mayor 
Schmitz’s appointees is virtually a 
turning-down of Schmitz by the Union 
Labor party. Schmitz affects to treat 
this incident as of no importance, and 
says that if the Union Labor party 
does not give him the nomination he 
will get it from the Republicans. 

That Schmitz can get the nomina- 
tion from the Republicans is extremely 
doubtful, and many say that the die 
is already cast In this matter, and it is 
against Schmitz. But Schmitz is a fac- 
tor in all the political calculations in 
this city, and all the calculators are 
bound to give him consideration. He 
may not get a nomination, but he and 
hia manager. Abe Ruef. are going to 
keep the other fellows guessing until 
the sun goes down. 

It is not in the line of political reason 
that the Republican party will take up 
the @efuse of the Labor party and 
make him the head of the procession, 
but Ruef seems to be the manipulating 
power that is ruling the destinies of 
Republicanism just at present, and 
Ruef wants Schmitz where he can do 


“Ruef the most good. Ruef i* as much 


in disfavor with the rank and file of 
the Republican party as he is with the 
Union Labor party. The latter at- 
tributes all the bad appointments of 
Schmitz to Ruef. and the Republicans 
know him for a traitor who sold out 
the regular party nominee two years 
ago. He tried to sell out at the guber- 
natorial convention last year, but 
could not deliver enough goods to make 
his purchase worth while. 
WHAT IS SCHMITZ? 

@ome days ago the county commit- 
tee of the Union Labor party adopted 
a series of resolutions asking Schmitz 
whether he was a Union Labor, Repub- 
lican or Democratic Mayor. The reso- 
lutions, which were anything but 
friendly in tone, are still suspended 
over Schmitz'’s head. Even the Mayor's 
own county committee is taking little 
interest in his candidacy to succeed 
himself. They are asking each other 
“what's the use,” for all the patronage 
he has to bestow goes either to his 
relatives or to the friends of Abe Ruef. 

The Schmitz administration has been 
so malodorous that Ahe retirement of 
its head at the close of the term is 
practically assured. The peopie have 
weighed him in the balance and have 
found him wanting. 

HERRIN'S AGENT ACTIVE. 

That portion of the United Repub- 
lican League that will not take Schmitz 
as a candidate at any price, is still 
looking for an available man for the 
place. That a satisfactory man has 
not yet been found is certain, for a 
new crop of candidates springs up with 
every change of the moon. In addi- 
tion to the names previously men- 
tioned, that of Dr. Charles Boxfon, a 
Supervisor, is now under discussion. 
Jere Burke, who represents Herrin 
while the latter is in Europe, is known 
to favor Arthur Fisk, Speaker of the 
last Assembly, for Mayor. Fisk is not 
averse to the nomination, and is try- 
ing to get his friends in line. Of 
course, Burke's choice ts subject to the 
sanction of Herrin, but his having a 
choice other than Schmitz would indi- 
eate that Herrin has in the present 
Mayor only an expediency candidate. 
Ruef is also one of Herrin’s Heuten- 
ants, but Burke stands much closer to 
the throne, and probably speaks with 
authority. 

Burke also has A candidate for Sher- 
iff, but in order to make a vacancy for 
him, something will have to be done to 
get Lackman out of the way, for Lack- 
man has made a good Sheriff, and can 
easily get the place again if he wants 
i 


t. 

The result is that quite an effort is 
being made to induce Lackman to take 
the nomination for Mayor on the Re- 
publican ticket. Or, rather, it might 
be sald that an effort is making to 
get him to enter into the scramble for 
the nomination, and thus get out of 
the shrievalty contest.

“Old Age Pensions. 


Simply speaking, the payment of an 
old-age pension, say of a hundred dol- 
lars each to every .citigen, male or 
female, who has passed the age of 70, 
does not involve a heavy burden to the 
state. Let us new consider for a mo- 
ment the advantages which the State. 
as an organization. would receive 
from such a system. As matters stand. 
the managers of asylums, whether for 
the poor, or perhaps for the blind, or 
the insane, or other invalids, are al- 
ways at their wits’ ends to know what 
they shal! do with the aged people who 
are crowded upon them. The alms- 
houses of towns and counties are filled 
in the same way. 

Now, all these old people are better 
eared for in the homes of old neigh- 
bors, or old friends, very possibly of 
sons, or of daughters, who would re- 
ceive them and take charge of them 
humanely if they could receive a little 
ready money for the extra expense. 
As society organizes itself, a very little 
money goes a great way in the average 
household of an American. The mw- 
ment it appears that a grandfather or 
a grandmother has $100 a year to his 
good, that moment we shall find that 
the burden thrown upon the State and 
town in their asylums is reduced by a 
larger proportion than by the charge 
made by the pensions upon the treas- 
ury. Thus the pension system has the 
great advantage in that it maintains 
life In homes, and it abates the neces- 
sity for great institutions or asylums.—

‘LABOR UNIONS. 


Their Los Angeles, Organ Declares the 
Boycotters Are “Threatened - With 
Disruption’’—Significant Acknowl- 
edgment that Their Cause is Losing 
Ground. 


{Union Labor News.] 

Unions in Los Angeles are threatened 
with disruption. Not from conditions 
within, for Los Angeles’ organizations 
are happily free from the disturbing 
elements that sometimes enter to check 
growth and progress. The danger is 
from outside influences that threaten 
to break up the unions, not by attack- 
ing them in a bunch, but by driving 
them to defeat and disruption one by 
one. This is no idle dream, but a real 
live condition, and there are unions in 
the city that have already felt the hand 
of the would-be destroyer upon them. 
A combination of employers, ruled by 
a little coterie of recognized union hat- 
ers and labor oppressors, practicing a 
form of boycott to which organised la- 
bor cannot offer a paraliel, is known to 
exist, and the past few weeks have 
shown that they are in the fight to 
win if possible. Individual unions 
seeking to better their conditions have 
encountered obstacies placed in their 
way by the hidden enemy, and some 
of them have had to give up the fight. 
While results may not be all that the 
combination hoped for, there is no 
doubt tha: they are pleased even with 
the partial success of the plan, from 
the howls of exultation emitted by the 
organ of the gang. The Times, which 
is centinually sounding the slogan 
“stand fast’ and using covert threats 
to keep unwilling members of the com- 
bination in line. There are now 1200 
men on strike in Los Angeles who 
could win were it not for this combina- 
tion that blocks the way. 

‘Mher unions which have not yet felt 
the power of the combination should 
profit by thid experience. Unless some- 
thing ts done each one in its turn must 
expect to get ite innings, and indi- 
vidually there is little hope of success. 
Employ-rs in all are being

The fight of one must be made 
the fight of all, for the movement can- 
not afford to lose a single union or a 
single fight.

Do you want to have something 
to say in regard to the amount you are 
to receive for a day's toll, the number 
of hours you are to work, the condil- 
tions that surround you’? Do you want 
to keep your independence as a man?’ 
Do you want a fair share of the prosa- 
perity that surrounds you’? If you de 
want these things, it's time to take an 
interest in preserving the existence of 
your union very other union in 
the city.
